Later, he eat up monthly 
balaasa voporta, took oharga of orders and procurement and the 
9 swasrvisiom of atoOka of material on hand, and represented the 
dnVB aeaoozm in preioots undertaken jointly with other organ- 
isatisas* fiaally, he took over the entire department concerned 
with the lei%er eoaatruotloaal projects. 

Veither before mor after 1933, according to rudu>ff* b own 
atatamaat, was he appreaohed by any agency ediatsoever to ao> 
oeaplish say missioas not eoaoamed with his owa woilc. By this 
ha asaas that ha had ao iatelligeaoe affillatioae while in 

South Aaozioa. 

About the pelitioal aituatioa within the GEOPB coacora 
in the Axgeatiao ia general, RUDLOFF states that the atti>- 
tttda within QBOPE was usraoaptiva, if not directly opposed to 
Satioaal-Sooialisa* All husiaossaea, sspeoially thosa living 
Ohssaii, auat rajaot any sort of oxaggaratad aatlOBalism or mlli«. 
Isriaa at hoaa for ssanoas of aalf-praaervatioa. As an example 
of ths attitude aantioued above , RUDLOFF stated that xaaay of

The Oeroan Olub ( Per Deutsche Klifli) in 
Buenos Aires, in spite of continued preseure on the pan of 
the ADSLANDS-ORGAIliSATlOR, renaiaed eonpletely non-politiiMl» 
as did the greater aunber of Geraaa orgaaisatictts ia the Ar- 
gentine at that time. RUDLOFF says that the eoanoa attltuAt 
wast bae oaa be natioaalistio, aad one can be eoeialistio, 
but to be both at onoe is iaposslble. 

During hie 9 years in the Argentine, RUDLOFF iveat 6 
months on leave in Germany in 195$ sad 7 netiis in 195A* Xa

The end of July 1940 RUDLOFF returned to his unit, edaisli 
had meanwhile been expanded to battalion T/0 (Fionier Tng Bm 
BOO z.b.V. had been expanded ae of 1 June 1940 to a regiment), 
and after 4 short weeks of special training the battalion 
( strength oa ^0) wae detached to the troops building up for ' 
the invasion of England. After moving to the vicinity Of Onom 
near St Honor^, RUDLOFF *s 3^rd Bn continued its training 
strictly infantry lines. The plan was to eonait the battnlion 
v/lth the first invasion wave in a dead pocket between 2 Oemnn 
divisions and the harbor of Weymouth, but the ujtit never wvwh 
received the small water and landing eraft which would havo 
been necessary for such a project.

Slncfe tha aiiBcions were mostly 
pionier jobs, evc-t thoutih of e special nature, tho fornatiom 
was a pionier unit iu aaae, type iuid training.
